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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/31/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. With respect to the argument that Matsuoka et al. does not teach a 
flange, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner thanks the Applicant for 
supplying a definition of the word flange for the purposes of clarifying the record. As 
seen in the figure below (taken from Fig. 1 of Matsuoka) Matsuoka clearly teaches a 
flange as defined as an upper part of the third enclosure 230. 



See also Fig. 8 clearly showing that the shield panel 231 is a component of the third 
enclosure 230. Fig. 2 shows shield panel 231 from another angle that leaves little doubt 
that the upper portion of third enclosure 230 provides a flange as defined as a 
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"projecting rim or collar". A second figure taken from Fig. 2 is provided below 
highlighting the flange of 231 . 



Also, Fig.1 clearly illustrates that air flows through the upper part of 230, necessitating 
that the flange be perforated by a hole. See third figure below of a portion of Fig. 1 . 



2. With respect to the Applicant's argument regarding claim 18, the Examiner 
asserts that all circular shapes are also elliptical. An ellipse is defined as a closed plane 
curve generated by a point moving in such a way that the sums of its distances from two 
fixed points is a constant. A circle is an ellipse in the similar manner as a square is a 
rhombus and/or rectangle. 

3. With respect to the Applicant's argument regarding claim 19, the Examiner notes 
that office personnel are to give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation in light 
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of the supporting disclosure. In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 
1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997). Limitations appearing in the specification but not recited in the 
claim are not read into the claim. E-Pass Techs., Inc. v. 3Com Corp., 343 F.3d 1364, 
1369, 67 USPQ2d 1947, 1950 (Fed. Cir. 2003). The Examiner maintains that the 
rejection of claim 19 is based on a reasonable interpretation of the claim regardless of 
whether such an interpretation was intended by the applicant. 

4. With respect to the Applicant's argument regarding claim 4, In re Dailey held that 
the change in the shape of an opening was a "mere matter of choice" and not 
significantly novel over the prior art. The Examiner uses this rationale to support the 
rejection that it is an obvious design choice to use a known shape for the holes claimed. 
In this case the motivation of the applicant to develop the feature claimed does not 
effect the obviousness of said feature as stated in the previous office action.
